The method of 
President Castro was offensive and In 
violation of diplomatic procedure.

NORT HERN FIRES 

Flames in Bush at Prince Rupert- 
Large Fires Raging Along the 

Skoena River 

Prince Rupert, Aug. 31.— Tho 
weather which ha.s- licen unusually 
fine for tho p&st three w-eeks, still con- 
tinue.s warm, with clear bright sun- 
shiny days, while tho nights are just 
cool enough to be pleasant. No rain 
has fallen during this time and tho 
country around Is drying up, necessi- 
tating great care being talcen to avoid 
the husli-fires spreading.

Calm weather and the - timber --mostly 
green accounts 'fqr the fires.' in most 
places being- 'confined.^ to. .the.'rlght" of 
wa.v, but should the dry spell cdntlhue 
and the usual windy weather prevail, 
the flames would soon he beyond con- 
trsl and spread over a country whore 
mu'-h valuable timber would be de-

What Is Engineer For? 

-Mdcrnian MeKeown, on the other 
hand, maintained that when the e-lty 
hires a city enKineer to look after its 
street work and he is a capable man 
and can- iierl'orni his duties what lie 
says should be final. Tho difficulty 
In the past, the alderman declared, had 
been that tho engineer has been unduly 
inlluenced by those who did not know 
half as much about the jiroper method 
01 doing the work. 

Aldrruiaii Hall iiointed out that In 
the past llieri' had been various street 
gradi's laid out hy former engineers 
and sidewalks have been laid on tho, 
h eels but Ix'eausc the present 01 
'ginoer derided uimn another level 
whicli may very well he the proper 
"He tlien. is strenuous objection. if 
the council wer,. tu adopt the policy 
of giving the iiropertv ownei- every- 
thing he wants, then the eltv engliic'er 
had better stay in his office and let 
things go as ih,: oivners wish. It did 
not lullow that the level of the fonnor 
walks ought to be tliat .it the new one. 

Alderman Alable suggested that after 
all It Is not a matter wholly for tho 
engineer.

not he, as tho council held the llrst 
proposed building would iiavo proved, 
a detriment to surrounding values. 
A Lesson In Procedure 

Prior, however lo the issue of this 
permit yesterday, Lee .\Iong Kow had 
contemplated giving the council a les- 
son In the proper procedure In cases 
where applicants appeal to that body 
for a ruling on a decision' of the 
building Inspector for Messrs. Mores- 
by & O'Reilly wroto under yesterday's 
date on behalf of Lee Mong Kow 
stating that the council In giving a 
ruling, at tlii; building insiiectin-'s re- 
iiucst, on that odicliil's lirst refusal 
of the permit for the one-idory build- 
ing, had nut acted projierly, that the 
council could not act until a jjroper 
petition had been presented by l^ee 
Mong Kow to rceon.sider clie In.spec- 
tor's decision.

Tide of Crime Has Been Ris- 
ing for More Than v 
,j ' Thirty Ye^rs v 



Paris, Aug 29.— Tlio "Red Series," 
as the newspapers call the dally list of 
murders and ether crimes of violence 
In -Farls and the iirovincos, is not, as 
some optimists deMare, a passing 
pliase. Statistics show that the tide 
of crime In i'^rance during the last 
tliirty years lias been steadily rising, 
tho ligures having almost doubled in 
that period. What eriminoloi^ists re- 
Kard as a most disquieting symptom 
IS tho enormous proportional increase 
of juvenile crime. The proportion of 
murders and attempted murders on the 
I)art of young people between the ages 
of 16 and 20 la 4.20 per cent, of the 
general volume of crime, as compared 
with 2 per cent, for all ages above 21. 
'i''lie bands of armed apaches who in- 
fest Paris are, for tho laost part, boys 
lietween the ages of ]G and 20. Of 
undiscovered crimes the number in- 
creased from S7,073 in 1.S9U to 10:'., DOS 
in IIIOI ami 107,710 in 1005. These are 
till; latest statistics available, but it 
is estimated that the returns for the 
last y(^ar of two will bo still more for- 
inideable. 

As to the causes, tliey appear to be 
s.i numerous that no agreement on the 
subject has been found possible. Ab- 
sinthe drinking, the toloranoo accord- 
ed to vice, the spread of a degraded 
materialism, the Idleness and misery 
arising from the disorganization of 
labor and thi' practice, now bo com- 
mon, especially ;imong tho lower 
classes, of carrying rm'olvcrs are 
.among the causes suggested by an 
eminent writer on tlie subject. Op- 
ponents of tlu! abolition of cajiital 
punislmient see a remedy in the re- 
course to the guillotine, "and protests 
have been made against the abuse of 
clemency in many other ways — nom- 
inal sentences for lirst offen.es 
which mean instant release, condition- 
al discharges, the Increased comfort 
of prisons, and the relaxation of 
penal servitude conditions. Whatever 
may be the real causes or tho most 
practical remedies, it Is imperative, In 
tile opinion of M. Rostaud, tho writer 
I' lerred to above, that in the in- 
1 ''rests of society an (Effort ffhould be 
uuidf to clieck tlie iiumbei-, the ijre- 
<'ocily, and tile imnnmlty of llie 
criminals, .-ind the overwh(>iniing nrc- 
lionderanee of public seniimcnt l;eaii- 
lly supports that view. 



When ho escaped, how he got away 
or whither ho has levanted are now 
tho burning questions of tho day at 
the local police station and the topic 
.so bristles with interrogation points 
without ovon a hint of a solution to the 
problem that J;he city sleuths are non- 
plussed. ]''ra'nk Orr, arrested la.st 
Thursda.v on suspicion of hiiving been 
involved in the tlieft of a (piantlty of 
electrical li.xtures from the Hlnton 
Kloctrical company, and locked up in 
tho cells awaiting a hearin.cr, lia.s dis- 
appeared. Ho had no legal right to 
walk .from Ills cell to the street, ho 
certainly made no attempt to do so by 
any legal process, but just as oftect- 
ively, and certainly very much more 
ciieaply, Orr la .Sf llbdrty. 

Just what time he chose for his es- 
cape Is not certain. Ho was evidently 
last particularly noticed on Saturday 
afternoon and though tho jailors on 
duty may have seen him since that 
time, no one (luilc rememl)ers him as 
distinguished from tiie other prisoners. 
All that is known for certain is that 
on Sunday evening about 10 o'clock 
Orr called upon a young woman stay- 
ing on Rockland avenue with whom he 
was acnuainted anil bade her goodh\-. 
It is doubtful if the yoiins woman even 
knew he had been arri!sted and had 
escaped. 

It is supposed t.li.Tt Ovr sometime 
when not under the obscrx'atlon of any 
of tlic jail ollluials mana.i;od to secrete 
a blanket atiii erawlieg upon the top 
of the la\-atory knotted the blanket to 
the bars above and thrust the blanki't 
through tlie bars. The jirlsoners are 
allowed to walk in tlie back yard and 
it is supposed tliat when he saw lii.s 
opportunity Orr climbed up the blan- 
ket rope on to tho bars above from 
wlience it is no dlftlcult matter for 
an active man to reach by way of tho 
water pipe one of the ^vlndowd of tho 
barracks room Overlooking the jail 
yard. From, there to tho street Is 
merely the trouble of walking down 
stairs, and this portion of the building 
being distinct from the police station 
he could easily have got away without 
being seen. 

The lirst known of his escape was 
yesterday morning.^ when ho was called 
in order that he misht bo (luestioneil. 
about some matters jiertaining to the 
charge against him. But he failed to 
appear. A searcli o£ the cells dis- 
closed the fact that tho bird had flown 
and from that time not a hint of his 
whereabouts has been obtained. The 
police are confident that Orr got away 
on the early Monday morning boat, 
and la now acroa.s the boundary.

The San Francisco Commercial Xcws 
in its weekly freiglit and shipping re- 
port .jays: There is reporteil more in- 
(julry for grain vessels, both sail and 
steam, but business during the week 
has been light owing to continued dis- 
cri.'pancy between the ideas of shiii- 
pers and owners. The general tend- 
ency on the part of sailing ship owners 
Is to hold out for full rates, which 
shippers aro not Inclined to pay in 
view of the fact that steamers are ac- 
cei)ting liOs 3d and 27s to 27s 6d with 
Mediterranean option. Tonnage on 
the coa.st is not heavy for this period 
of the year, ond under normal condi- 
tions rales would pr9bably be much 
firmer, l)ut the demand for vessels In 
other parts ot the world is light and 
many French vessels are headed for 
Pacific waters seeking; in addition the 
Orient Is not offering much business 
for tramp steamers and there is a 
largo number of them, on tho other 
side within easy call should the de- 
mand Increase Crop reports from the 
north are' not reassuring. It Is gen- 
erally conceded that the yield of Ore- 
gon. Washington and Idaho will not 
exceed 4:;. 000, 000 bushel.'?. At this port 
tho only grain lixture during the week 
was a barley ship, to arrive, at 2'(s.

It cannot be succesHfuiiy di.sputeil 
that during, the past t>vo sessions of 
Parliament' very many glaring ca.sos 
of mlsgovornrnent were broMght to 
light. It is unnecessary lo reeiiiiitn- 
lato tht) long list of innlfoaKaiicos, but 
.special reference may be radde to the 
fliHclosures in connection with tho ai|- 
minlstratioii of llic Department of 
.Marino and i'"isUerins, bocaiisc nio.st 
iif the facts in that regard were 
brought out by a non-partlzan Com- 
mission. There has been on' effort by 
the apciloRlsts of the government to 
-et up the cunteillioii lliat llie niln- 
ifitry arc not. rcsponalblu for the 



wrongful !icts referred to. Tlie.V 
claim that tho blame rests with the 
permanent ofllcials of tho department, 
;ind lhls,-;inaeed, is the sort of excuse 
whlcli Is niade all along the line. If- It 
Is objected that money has been 
grossly squandered, thai the public 
domain has been scandalously admin- 
istered, s or that, there is evidence of 
gi-aft, the answer Is that no one has 
been able to fasten any guilt upon 
any minister pt'rsonnlly. I3ut this is 
no defence. If It is true that such 
things' got. on without the knowledge 
of the ' responsible ministers, those 
gentlemen are not thereby excused. 
The country eaiinot iook lo subordin- 
tites. It must hold the heads of the 
several departments to .-strict 'ac-' 
counlahlllly for what goes on. Neitheir 
is it any defence of tho government 
to s!iy that no allesatlons of wrong- 
doing have been made against the 
Premier or certain of the Departments. 
Under our system of .guvermuent the 
ministry must stand or fall as a unit. 
W'lieii wrongful administration of a 
ilepartment is disclosed, and the bend 
of tliat dejiartmeiil reni.'ilns a member 
of tlie Cabinet, tliat bod\- accepts the 
full resj)onslblllty for tho wrong, and 
so do all the members of the House 
wlio sup])ort the government. .List 
now wi; are Iiearin.g from ;!!! sides 
a demand llial "Laiirier shall be al- 
lowed to linish his worli." What is 
his "work"? "Wo cannot take the 
record of the administration for the 
liast ton years and cut out the parts 
wo do not like and say that the re- 
mainder is "Lauriers work." It Is all 
his work — all tho vast Increase of ex- 
pcndlthi-o and tfixat'l6n, all the addi- 
tion to tlio public debt and tho pros- 
lieetive lieavy burdens to which tlie 
credit of the country Is pledged, 
all the administration scandals, all 
tho blunders as to the cost of the 
National Transcontinental Railway, 
all tile iiggrandizement of the federal 
authority at the expense of the pro- 
vinces — these are as much a part of 
his work as are the things for which 
Ills supporters claim lie is entitled 
to imblic contidcnco. The eh-otors 
cannot pick out one wrongful tiling 
and sijy that this is duo to one mln- 
loter, and assign another wrong to 
another and keep all the good things 
to place to the Premier's credit. He 
must take the responsibility of It all, 
and when we are told that his work 
is not done, and ho must be re- 
turned to power to complete It, wo 
would like to know what part of ills 
work Is meant.

The city will not avail l.tsolf of the 
beciuest mado in the will of tlio late 
Arthur Porter, of a .strip of laud live 
feet wide on the south side of Garbally 
road, beween the Gorge road and tho 
Sannlcli road, running along tho front 
of property which belongs to tho de- 
cea'sed and In the testamentary dhsposi- 
tlon of which he made iirovlslon that 
tho city should have tlio strip, provid- 
ed K ucceped the gift within six months 
of tile date uf his denilac and porforui- 
cd acts among whlcli wa.s the grading 
of t)ie road and tho moving back and 
re-erectlng the street fence and the 
nu3 intciKiiice thereof for three years 
from the date of lii-s death. 

It appears that the city waR duly no- 
tilled of llic death and IjcfiiiCHl of iMr. 
Porter, though at a recent meeting of 
the city cpiincU the city solicitor stateci 
that HO ftu- iia he could a.scortaln from 
tho city engineer, the fact that the be- 
quest had been made had not been 
nmde Isnown to the city. 

.Mr i'orter tiled on May C, lOOJ, and 
E. M, Johnson, .acting for the estate 
recently made application tu tlic rogl.s- 
trar to have tile luiul reglstc-ed In tlie 
name oi' Josepha unci Carolina .Stelner 
a.s li fjatees of the will. The I'l'iilstrar- 
Ki-in'ral called upon the city to estab- 
ILsh Us claim to the strip of land, and 
this was tiie first Intlniatioa the coun- 
cil had that It had ever possessed any 
claim to tho property. It appears, 
however, that on May 21, 1901, the lirni 
of Drake, Uelmcken & Jackson, acting 
for the estate, notillcd the city of the 
bequest, and the terms connected 
therewith, and a few days later tho city 
clerk acknowledged receipt of that

weather experienced and the Ion 
periods without rain, tho province has, 
with tlu! exception of tlie Fernlo dis 
aster, escai)ed rather Ushtly from the 
clutches of the forest fire fiend.

ARRIVES AT FINDING 
IN SECRET SESSION 



Civic Decision As to the Spen- 
cer Stable is Held in 
Abeyance

That the Speniser stable at 
southwest comer of Michigan 
Parry streets, concerning which 
city council held a lengthy inquiry 
lest Thursday evening being moved 
thereto by reason of the comiilnints of 
mimeroiis neighboring property own- 
ers wlio claimed that the premises 
caused a nuisance, Is not a menace to 
the public health was the oiilnion ex- 
jnessed by Dr. Robertson, city health 
olllcer, last night when the inquiry 
wa.s resumed. 

The Thursdiiy's night's investigation 
was adjourned in order that Dr. 
Robertson's testimony could bo se- 
cured to show whether,'^ his opin- 
ion, the odor from tno stable, would 
constitute a men.-ice to the puhlic 
iiealth. The saiiilurj- and plumbing 
inspectors liad stated at the lirst ses- 
sion of tlie Inciuiry tlial they did not 
I'on^ider the stable to b<' a nul.sanee, 
that 'It was In a sanitary condition 
so far as it ivas possible to make It, 
.■ind wliDo It vhdated certain [irovi- 
sions of the city bylaws, especially in 
rejfard to its location on the street 
and the number of horses kept there- 
in, otherwise there was nothing which 
could be considered <a menace to the 
public health and thus bring it within 
tin; ^jcope of section 59 of the muni- 
i-ipal clau.scs act under which tlie 
inipjiry was hold. 

Dr. Robertson stated that ho had 
visited the stable yosterdiiy afternoon 
and had noticed nothing particularly 
ol)Jectiorial)!e as far as he could as- 
ci-rtain. Apparently the drainage of 
the stable iniiptled Into the Kully trap 
and ran off into the drain, 'i'he ftiibh,- 
is clean and when lie was there there 
was nothing particularly offensive 
about tho odor though he could not 
say what It would be in the hot sum- 
mer weather. There was nothing 
partlcula,rly dangerous to the public 
lurdth though he Was not prepared to 
sa;, what effect» the presence of tho 
stable might have in tlie summer 
when tlie flies swarmed about. 

Dr. Robertson also leBtlliml to the 
Cdnilition of the house owned by U, 
P.oss on Bay sti'md, cnneeriiinK which 
I he ln(|uir.\- e'.lc-lted evidence, on Thurs- 
da.v. In this case Dr. Robertson ex- 
pressed Ibi' oiiinion tliat the premise;! 
are diingi-rous to the iiubllc liealth. 
The ground beneath was damp and 
the waste water from the kltcdien 
ftowod upon tho adjoining land. Dis- 
infectants could be used while repairs 
nre htdng made hixt the premises ;it 
present nre In bad shape. There had 
liren di|.htherla in n. nearby house r(-- 
c;ent!y :mt he could not, and would 
not. sny that it had been the result 
of the bad sanitary condition of the 
jjreniises complained of. 

A I tlie conclusion of tlie council 
meetlii); the evidence as subnii'teil nt 
Thiirstiay and last nlKlit-^' inriulrv was 
dl.scussed Viy tlie aldermen in ea-.nera. 
the press representatives being asked 
to retire. At tho conclusion ot this 
secret meeting Mayor.. Hall stated that 
so far as tho Spencer stablo Is con-, 
cernert "It will remain !n abeyance-" 
As to the Ray street premises the 
council found that n nuisance dan- 
gerous to the ])nblle health exi.=ts and 
will order th.it all liitlij- matter under 
tlie liiilldinp: he removed and the 
ground dlslnrerted ;ind the (!xlstlng 
dniln eonneetion lie discontinued and 
lillcd in and the premises be connect- 
ed with the imbllc sex.'cr on l?ay 
Ktcet, this last work to commence 
witliln six days and to bo completed 
wilh.ln three weeks.

W.ithinfOak Bay.Muhicipality-- 
' Distl^ict's'.Colinciilors So De- 
cided Lasf Evening 

Only- owners of 'property^.wUl bo per 
mlttcd tho uso of flrearttts.' within the 
municipal boundaries of 'Oak Bay. This 
decision was reached at ' the regular 
mooting of the Oak Bay cOUncIl, which 
was held Inst evening at tho Foul 
buy road' schoolhouso. Acting Reeve 
Fernlo occupied tho chair and there 
was a bare quorum present, the at- 
tendance conshstlng of Councillors 
Noble, Hendc'rson and rs'ewton. 

The action referred to was agreed 
on as a result of a motion made by 
Councillor Noble. In Introduclnpr tho 
resolution he expressed the opinion 
that the practice adopted last season 
of allowing not only property holders 
to shoot but to give their friends au- 
thority to do so was far too lax. He 
thought that some did not rciiUze the 
responsibility which '.vas imposed on 
them and had been prone to give per- 
mhislon to all and sundry with the 
result that the object of the restric- 
tion, namely, to protect property and, 
possibly life, was nullified. That hav- 
ing been tho experience through the 
enactment of a somewhat moderate 
measure he had come to the conclu- 
sion that one hard and fast rule won hi 
have to be adopted which would give 
only those with real estate holdings 
in the district the privilege of using 
firearms. 

Stand Endorsed 

This stand was endorsed by the 
other councillors. They thought, 
with the father of iho motion, 
that tlio proposal was wise and on be- 
ing put it carried without dissension, 
instructions bchip; );Iven that With the 
application of the new rcKulntlon, those 
permits ;ilre,ady Isriued become void. 

Tho construction of a surface drain 
on Foul Ray road, from Oak Ray ave- 
nue to the north side of Byron street, 
was a question which was introduciKl 
as a result of the representations from 
different quarters. It was the general 
opinion that the work was needed and, 
on motion. It was decided that It 
should bo proceeded with forthwith. 

On motion of Councillor Noblo in- 
structions were given, the proper offi- 
cials to place painted signs of the 
names of different streetia at polnt.s 
ot vantage on the" corners and, also, 
to submit a report giving an oiitimate 
of the amount of wood lying on those 
thoroughfares which have recently 
been improved. 

It was reported by tho clerk. .T. F.

Further advices received from, the 
nortli indicate thai the two Japanese 
sealing, schooners KInsol Maru and 
.Sakat Maru, which \yorc ^iel-/,C)J on July 
22 by the tlnictd States revenue cutter 
Bear, wor.> caught while actually en- 
gaged in raiding the Seapanili seal 
rogkery at tlic north of St. Paul Island, 
the main seal rookery of the Prlby- 
loffs. Capt. KItchic, a former Victoria 
seal liunter, wlio went to Japan some 
years ago and was given coinniand of 
the sealing schooner Seifu -Maru, in 
which ho came to James J.^ay two years 
ago, was navigating otllccr of the 
schooner Kinsei .Maru, and It is staled 
that George iMcC'amlsh. formerly of this 
clly, was a hunter on board. The raid- 
.>rs and i-e\-enue ollieers were both su- 
prlsed wlu u the Hear came across the 
iwo sehoonors ho\e close inshore in 
the fog. 

The .Tapaneso liad their boats in the 
water, bodies of seals in them and lin- 
plemciits red with '.he fresli blood of 
th.! animals. Before Ihe fog settled, 
there w;is not a sail in sight of tlui 
cutler, and Innai, only a few hours 
lati.'r, were two \-essels right inshore 
takin.g si-als. In such a dense fog the 
Japanese e\-idently believed the cutters 
would surely be riding safely at anchor 
or standing out to sea awtiy from the 
rocks, but .here were the iioachers, 
come from no one but themselves 
knows where, and licrc was a cutter, 
supposed to Ijc almost anywhere else. 

Instantly the Bear started for tho 
nearest poacher and both .scliooncr.s 
started for the open sea. There was 
hut little wind to h-Ap tho Japanese, 
and their vcs.sels la.v In poor shape to 
catch v>-hat there was (jf It. liut the 
little brown fellows did not -propose to 
let iiass any opportunity to make their 
escape, so, making lines fust to their 
resi)ectlvo vessels, the men in the small 
boats began by frantic rowing, to swing 
the shijis around in the wind and head, 
them r)Ul to sea hoping that at least 
onv. of them might escape into the fog. 
But it was of no use. The wind would 
not spring uj); the fog would not settle, 
and the cutter was less than a mile 
away. The latter, seeing their efforts 
to escape, repeatedl.v .signaled to the 
Japs to surrender, but not until a solid 
shot was thrown across their hows did 
they take any notice of the cutter's de- 
mands. l-:ven then the small boats cut 
loose and tried to escape, and it Is 
thought that some of tln'in succeeded. 

The .ships were searched, . and the 
skins of several hundred seals were 
found, and In one of the small boats 
was the body of a female seal, still 
showing signs of life. Taking away 
their arm>-, ;iminunltion and sails, the 
Bear placod guards aboard each 
schooner, turned the prizes over to the 
cutter Rush, which took the ijrlsoiiers 
fo Unalaslta. They have been taken 
from there to Unga for trial. 

The Japanese fvcallng lleet In Bcliring 
Sea this year is larger than that of 
any ])revit)Us year. There are in till 
38 vessids In tho northi.'rn -sea. :\IaJor 
13. W. Clark, special agent of the 
United .States gnvernmont on St. Paul 
Island, will) Iko; relurii'd from the 
north says the number of .Tapanese 
sealers W')rl;ing at close proximity to 
Die shore, all lieiiig permitted to hunt 
with firearms to v.ltliln three miles of 
the rook(.iies instead of being forced 
to hunt with sjii'ars only and kept sixty 
miles from the islands as arc the yu-- 
torla schooner's. Is having the effect of 
practically blanketing- the seal herds. 
The shore line the big rookery ex- 
tends for not n )re than ten miles and 
there are few seals that can escape the 
cordon of Japanese himlers. .Major 
Clark said: 

"The Japanese sealers have enough 
men and boats to effectually block the 
escape of the fe-male seals that leave 
the islands to go out Inio th.- oee,-iu in 
si'.-.rch of food for themselves and their 
.\-eiing. 

■•If air>- :^e,-il,-i .should pass the first line 
of boats eulside thr ihi-.-e-niile limit, 
aiietlier line of sral killeis can over- 
take and s!,-iuglilei- ihrm. 'i'hei-i. |;i 
practically no chance for the animals 
to got away. 

"The killing of seals under such cir- 
cumstances Is Inhuman. I cannot say 
what steps the government Is inking 
to have a new arrangement w-ltli .l.-ipan 
which will put an end to the rutlili s:; 
slaughter of the seals which has bei u 
going on for years. 

"I do know, however, and 1 speak of 
my own knowledge and exporlon<-e In 
the islands, that the Industry tluit a 
few years ago brought millions annual- 
Ij to this country will In a very Hhm-t 
time be forever lost." 

Not satisfied with coming almost up 
to the shore line of St. Paul island and 
killing seals under the very guns of 
tho revenue cutters, tho scalers have 
committed serious outrages. Major 
Clark said that he had a circumstantial 
.-ei)ort of tho raid made by men from a 
Japanoso .sealing vessel on American 
territory, when a party landed on Sl- 
moneskl HIand and burned" tho house 
of an American trapper, J. A. Crcev- 
don, killed Ills cow and took tho cnr- 
cna.s aboard ship for miint, and carried 
away much food. Crecvden escaped 
and lied Into tho woods, carrying with 
him three otter skins valued at nenrly 
$1,000. 

As formerly reported when .soi^oil, 
the schooner ICinsii .Maru was rigged' 
to represent the I'nlted States reve'nin 
cutter Manning. .•Mthougii slir had en- 
tered Boring Sea painted black anil 
schooner rigged, she was found to br 
painted white, the s,-imo color as a 
reyiMiue cutter. I'^ilse yards atlai-hed 
to the foremast made her appear 
sipiare-riggeil forwird (he s.-.me as tho 
cutter, while !i impler 'macho Imitation 
of a smoki Klaek fixed. In placi; comiilct- 
eil the liki-ness. She is clipper built 
also, as are .some of the cutters, and at 
a distance looked wonderftilly like tho 
p irtleular reveriuo' Cutter she tried to

ON FAMOUS OLD MINE 



Shipment of Ore From Silver 
l<ing, Near Nelson, is An- 
nounced , 



Nelson, Aug. 31. — For tho first time 
for months wero to be seen on Thurs- 
day ears running up the spur to the 
Hall Mines smelter from the C.P.R. 
tracks at the wo-st end of tho union 
depot. Th<; croaking of the tramway, 
tlie moving- oi' the ore laden buckets, 
l)roclaiinbd the tact that there wa-s 
again visible life on the old standby 
of Nel.sun from Ita early dnya — tho Sil- 
ver Iving mine. 

On Thurhdny wuh started the .ship- 
ment of several hundred tons of ore 
over the tramway and the C.P.R. lino 
from tlie Silver kins: to the Consoll- 
dateil company's smelter at Trail. The 
train \va\-, which has recently been 
placed in repair, will be kept movliiK- 
until the ore, which includes some good 
rock, has all been shipped. 

This is tho first fruit of tho work 
which lias been unaertaken for the 
new management by Superintendent 
\^'illlam Turner of the SHver King 
There was a little ore shipped earlier 
In tho year, but this was the result 
of tho work of the old company. Tho 
mine Is now being equipped with elec- 
tric power to run the nig: compressor, 
which heretofore has been operated 
by steam and a .survey l.s today in 
progress with a view of subsequently 
erecting a pole line from tho West 
Kootenay Power & Light company's 
plant at Bonnlngton. 

The whole scene of operations is. of 
course, dui; to the energy and ability 
of .M. S. Davy.s, to whom ttie Kootenay 
Development Syndicate owes its ex- 
istence. Mr. Davy has never lost faith 
In the property, and in hl.s own char- 
acteristic persistent fashion has even- 
tually so controlled circumstances that 
there now seems every likelihood of a 
long and prosperous future to the Sil- 
ver King. 



FERIMIE DISCOMFORT 



Wet and Cold Weather Makes Living 
in Tents Disagreeable — Town 
in Darkness 



Fcrnie, Aug. ."il. — The discomfort of 
living under canva.s Is being realized 
by those who are still compelled to 
niake their habitation in tents. Tlie 
weather has become unpleasantly cold, 
the surrounding mountain tops being 
covered with a mantle of anow. To 
add to the tribulations of those camp- 
ing out, a high wind blew down sev- 
eral tcnt.'j and in other cases whore 
the accupi:.ntA..had neglected to dig 
trenches, iho- water found Its way In 
and thoroughly soaked the bedding. 
.\.s most of the cooking In the camp 
has to be done out of doors with no 
shelter over the stoves tho difficulties 
of the unfortunate homeless can well 
be imagined. Building operations in 
every part of the district are still be- 
ing pushed on rapidly, and It is now 
probable that house room will be found 
for everyone before the winter sots In. 

The city is .still in darkness as the 
question of installing an electric light 
system ha.v not yet been taken up by 
the council. As stated some time ago 
the Crow's Nest Pass Electric Light 
and Power company have decided not 
to renew their plant and It remains to 
be seen whether a municipal service 
will be Inaagtiratccl or another com- 
jiany given the franchise. Tho tele- 
plione .".ervice is also still out of busi- 
ness with the exception of the private 
wires of the coal company and tho 
long distance connections. An emer- 
gency hospital has been established in 
the building on Victoria avenue form- 
erly occupied as an office by Drs. Bon- 
nell and Corsan, but work on the new 
hospital which Is being built on the 
site of the old one, is being pushed 
with all speed. Several hotels have 
now got limited accommodation for 
travelers and sufficient dining rooms 
are open to look after the public.

SETTH \iG OUT FIRE 

Two Men at Kamloops Charged With 
Infraction of Law — Magistrates 
Fail to Agree 



Kamloops, Aug. 31. — On Thursday 
morning R. P. and A. Gibson appeared 
before Messrs. Wood and Laudor, J. 
P's., charged with sotting out fires In 
contravention of the provisions of the 
Bush Fires Act. Tho alleged act was 
committed on the homesteads occupied 
by the latter at Meadow creek. Leo- 
nard Hoover, who was In charge of tho 
lire lighting gang on Shuswap lake, 
svvoro that on August 18, ho had gone 
to the clearing of the defendants and 
found their fire burning nnd spreading 
Into the timber. With the defendants 
and another man the Are was put un- 
der control and a fireguard constructed. 
On August 20 he returned and found a 
lire on the opposite side of the clearing, 
it was on the edge of standing timber. 
There was a fireguard around It. A. 
J. Conntne said that on Thursday 
morning he had gone to the clearing 
and there saw the two defendants 
building a lire or piling brush on on.'. 
Witness sent a couple of men to help 
build a guard around the tire, .lames 
McGuHle corroborated the last witne^is 
and the defendants both g'ave evidence 
to the effect that tliey had not set out 
a fire for over a month; the firca had 
broken out without warning, and their 
explanation was that owing to the ex- 
tremo dryn-ess some smouldering re- 
mains of the old lire had burst Into 
flames. They had been piling brush on 
the day In qui'stion, Init it was not In 
the centre of the clearing, and the pile 
was not on fire at any lime. This they 
had pointed out to Provincial Constalilo 
Johnston. Constalile .Johnston admit- 
ted this. The magistrates could not 
agree, so an adjournment was taken 
until September .Ith. and the opinion 
of tho county court Judge will be asked. 



Sanitarium Building 

A'^ancouvor, Aug. 31.— AV. O'Dell l.s 
clo.sing contracts for material to be 
used in the construction of the Tran- 
qtilllc sanatorium, most of which will 
be sent from Vancouver. The con- 
tract calls for completion of tlio 
building by .May 1 next. The main 
building consists of a two-storey 
structure, with a frontage iiiensurlng 
3B0 feet, and extending back a dis- 
tance of 140 feet on the wings.

?65,500.
